The difference, imorally, between this

exaggeration, and therefore, not 


misleading, while the poem is an un- 
conscious, f-onscient.lous, and most mis- 
leading exaggeration, both as .to Its 
premises and its deductions.

2. That labor in l-tself is degrading. 


It is n'ot. It Is the best means of hu- 
man discipline, the most effective for 
the formation of character, given unto 
man. The opposite view is derived, not 
from experience nor Croni any philoso- 
phy worthy of the name, but from an 
extreme and too llterallstic theolo-glca.1 
perversion 
ot 
-the Garden of Eden 


curse. Proof. A comparison 
o£ the 


igricU'ltural laborer, not alone the high 
average farm laborer, but even Pro- 
fessor Markham's and Artist Mlllais' 
ireadiul 
and 
exceptional 
specimen, 


with 
the average young 
American 


lounger on any gin-mill corner in any 
of the most civilized and favored of 
American 
cities. I am. not sure bu-t 


that this comparison imight be extend- 
ed to the very large class of degener- 
ates in America's nichest society and in 
the B-r.itish aristocracy. I am. prepar- 
ed to contend -that even sweat-shop 
labor or -prison labor is a better char- 
acter -builder -tha;i idleness under the 
most seductive circumstances. This is 
not to say that all the rich men's sons 
In 
our 
society and al! the scions of 


ari'&tocracy 
elsewhere are either de- 


generates, or idle. But recall some of 
William T. -Stead's disclosures of the 
abysses In fashionable London circles. 


There are other fallacies. But I will 


not go into the question of the respon- 
sibility for the degradation of a class 
of farm laborers under the burdens and 
what might be called -the de-selection 
of war and of mediaeval despotism.

leave that to President Jordan, to Mr. 
T. T. Williams, of the Examiner, and 
the others, who are amply pqual to It.

I admire Dr. Sta-Hard's right hearted- 


ness and whole-souledness on -.this sub- 
ject, but I account him wrong in hold- 
ing that .in .the problem of 'human ad- 
vancement, the single tax is every- 
thing- and heredity <s nothing. It was, 
at least In large part, heredity, (which 
ncludes ithe element of r.ative endow- 
ment) 
that -made the difference be- 


tween 
Milla-Is' "Man With .the Hoe," 


and Napoleon Bonapart. 


And wh-ic-h would you rather be', Dr. 


Stallard, the man with the hoe, or that 
man of gigantic and abhorrent crimes 
and Napoleon Bonaparte.

President Todd of -the Board of Ed- 


ucation presided. 


•Superintendent McClymonds gave a 


brief review of the growth andi im- 
provement of the department during 
th-e last ten years, calling -attention -to 
the very marked improvement 'in the 
requirements 
of those -seeking1 to. be- 


come teachers in the department. He 
also called the attention1 of -the Board 
to the valuable assistance rendered 
the Oakland school department by the 
State University, especially the De- 
partment of Pedagogy. 


Professor Bailey in commenting up- 


on the goodi worlc already done In the 
Oaklan'd school department, made a 
strong plea for an enlargement of the 
work along the lines already underta- 
ken. 


Professor 'Dressier spoke of the op- 


portunities 
for preparation afforded 


teachers by the State University. He 
stated that he believed that the teach- 
er of the future must be one of cultura 
and 
broad 
education. He explained 


what the aim of the Pedagogy Depart- 
ment I s ' I n relation to the teachers of 
the State. He spoke of t'he work -being 
done !n the Oakland Sohoo! Department 
under the supervision of this depart- 
ment of the University. 


Professor Heaton spoke of the work 


of the u-ngraded classe-s In the Oak- 
land School Department and also of 
the work being 
done by the student 
teachers. 


Director Evans, who '.3 -about to sever 
bis connection with the Board after a 
continued service of el&ht years, spc-ke 
upon what he had learned by -h!s school 
experience. He commended the work 
of the Superintendent, the principals 
and 
the teachers of the Department. 


He explained that he had'learned that 
there 
were a. great -many'- difficulties 


connected with the improved methods 
of education about which''those not en- 
gaged .in the -work kn.sw but little. 


Director Gray discussed the matter 


of salary of .principals, stating that in 
his opinion they are not receiving1 the 
salary to -which their faithful service 
entitles them. He believed in restor- 
ing the salaries Lo '£2,000 a year. He al- 
so called attention to the needs of the 
department in the matter of an assem- 
bly room and expressed the hope that 
at 
no 'distant d-ate a. suitable room 


could -be constructed for the holding of 
general meetings of tnuchers and pu- 
P'lls for lecture -purposes. 


Principal Garllek spoke

length on the subjisct of- promotions. 
He' said that Superintendent McCly- 
monds had called hJs attention to the

This is the opinion of the 
Koyal Commission on the Housing of 
the Working Classes. BtiikUng and 
land ih ami around Edinburgh is feucd 
at from £40 to £200 an acre, and tells 
at from 
£$1,200 -to £ti,000 an acre. 


Bight thousand pounds has just been 
refused Cor seventy yards o£ ground 
which tho city of Glasgow Wished to 
acquire for widening 
the corner of 


Buchanan street. 


The remedy Is to put a tax on the 


land value, whether -the owner allows 
that land to be used or not. 


Taxation of land values means putting 


a tax on: the value of the land apart 
from the vaVue of any 
improvement 


placed .upon the land "by the occupier's 
industry. It would put the tax on, the 
site, and not on the house built up- 
on it. 


The present system of local rating 
puts the tax upon the improvement—- 
the better a man uses -the land the 
more tax he has to pay. The less he 
uses the land, tlte lower the use he 
makes, or allows other to make of the 
land, the less he contributes to the 
puhlic expenditure. This enables h-im 
to hold it idle, and wait for the rise 
in its value, \vh-ich will result from the 
continued growth and expenditure of 
the community, to which he has con- 
tributed nothing. 
We wish better 
houses 
and more 


houses. 
The present system perm-Its 


the man who refuses to allow build- 
ing on his -ground to go free; puts the 
rates on the man who builds. This -is 
unjust. 


Wtien Jenner's shop in Princes street, 


Edinburgh, was burnt down, the site 
was worth. £100,000. 
Had the owner 


resolved not to rebuild, he would have 
paid no rates, but 
the - value oE the 


site would have continue! to rise, be-, 
cause of the continued increase of p(5p- 
ulation and public expenditure. 
He, 


however, not only rebuilt, but spent 
some £95,000 In making the building 
an ornament to the town. .Hf! Is there- 
fore ratec1- on £7,000, which represents 
the annual value both of the site and 
of the £95,000 spent on the building: 
The new-system would rate him on the 
value of rhe site, say on £4,000 a year, 
whether he rebuilt or not. and would 
leave him to enjoy all the value of tho 
building. 


Let owr.^rs of iancl pay their rates- on 


what they say 
their land is worth. 
This would compel them either .to use 
•it. or let others use it, at its present 
market value.. 


Would a si-urn proprietor be able to 


demand a fancy price for h!s houses 
which have been closed- by the sanitary 
authority, if he had to pay rates on 
that fancy price? 


Would the 'Duke of Buccleuch have 


been able to hold out for £120,000 for 
100 acres of almost barren- 
foreshore 
and a flooded-out quarry, which Edin- 
burgh required for gas . works, it -he 
had to pay rates' for that, and all the 
similar land he -holds on a value like 
that? 
•Would, sites for the Usher Hall .in 


Edinburgh be quoted at fancy figures 
if the owners had to pay rates on what 
they say is the.selling value of their' 
property? Why should they be allow- 
ed to name' one value for-' rating, and 
an- enormously greater'for selling? The 
North British:-Railway" Company refus- 
ed £65,000' for.ithe-Cainai 'Basin;' -That 
stands in "the Valuation toll ,at;a rental, 


which represents a capital value of on- 
ly £30,000. 


Taxation of land values is a Just 


system of taxation. It puts the bur- 
den of public expenditure on those 
who ultimately bensfi-t by that expen- 
diture. 
' 


It merely -takes for thfe municipality 


•a portion of that value whJc-h is cre- 
ated by the work of the municipality. 


It would discourage idleness among 


land owners, arid force them to use the 
land, or let others- -use it, at its present 
market value. 


It would not, like the present 
sys- 


tem, 
only rate a man -according as he 


used and Improved the land, but woulfl 
leave to every man' the full value of 
his own improvement. 


It would encourage 
buildinig. -More 


•houses. and better houses 
would be 


built. It would therefore lower vents. 


We should have land owners ''asking 


builders 
to come 
and 
build; 
they 


would be advertising for laborers, and 
not the- laborers be begging for em- 
ployment. It would 
therefore- raise 


wages, and the 
conditions 
of labor 


would-be Improved. 
Monopoly wooilcl 


be taxed and. Industry Avo-uld be free.

needs employment and- can not get it.

If they read Sind believe the state- 
ments of lead-ing politicians who ad- 
vocate bringing prosperity by restric- 
tion. they must feel quite sure that an 
era of universal prosperity is here 
now; or at least that It Js so near at 
hand that its headlight can be seen 
coming around the curve. The highest 
authority i.n the nation 'has • recently 
announced that jobs were hunting men 
instead, of men- hunting jobs. 
There 


must be some mistake about those ex- 
soldiers being unable to find employ- 
ment. 
The atmosphere Is said to be 


filled with jobs trying to fund men to 
take hold of them. Under such con- 
ditions the battle for bread ought not 
to be a hard one. 


Every idle man1 who needs employ- 


ment -should -note the fact that all the 
great monopolies of the country are 
prospering- as they never have pros- 
pered before.

ing almost dally. A few months ago
